Troops Storm Neisse;

LONDON, Tuesday, Feb. 27.— 
(UP)—Berlin reports that Red 
Army troops have stormed across 
the Neisse river barrier and driven 
into Berlin’s southeast defense 
“triangle” at a point 53 miles be- 
low the German capital in an ap- 
parent bid to outflank the fortress 
of Guben. 

Moscow's official communique 
had no reports on the advance 
front but told of fierce battles 
yesterday around beleaguered 
Koenigsberg and disclosed the cap- 
ture of Breslau’s rail station as 
well as the heavily fortified Hin- 
denberg square inside the lower 
Silesian capital. 

The liquidation of Breslau’s 
huge garrison would greatly fa- 
cilitate Marshal Ivan S. Konev’s 
massing of men and supplies for 
an all-out smash at Berlin from 
the southeast—an operation that 
may now be in its first phase if 
the German report is true.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(4)— 
Gen. H. H. Arnold warned today 
that the United States must main- 
tain a powerful postwar air force 
because the next world aggressor 
will strike first at this country. 


In his annual report, the chief 
of the Army Air Forces declared 
the American planes must operate 
from large, strategically located 
bases, 

Other highlights of the report: 

1. Most of the American Airmen 
in Europe may go directly to the 
Pacific war when V-E day arrives, 
Arnold said. Where possible they 
will be given leave to visit their 
homes, but the urgency of war 
may make the number of such 
leaves small. 


2. The United States is work- 
ing on the three new types of 
giant bombers—the B-35, B-36 and 
B-42— Which we expect to be 
more powerful and capable than 
those now in operation.” The big- 
gest bomber now in use by the 
AAF is the B-29 Superfortress. 

3. The Army has a new jet-pro- 
pelled plane. Since the first jet

“The Jap fleet at this time has 
a nuisance value only. They are 
licked right now.” 


Commenting on the present

War Job Deferments 
To Be Put Up to WPB 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(UP)—The War Production Board to- 


day outlined a program to save 
war industries from being drafted. 

War industries wil! submit lists 
of their occupationally deferred 
men in the 18-29 age group. Then, 
WPB will decide wifer ones are 
so vital that they should be de- 
ferred. The rest wll be up to 
local draft boards. 

The idea is to prevent the draft- 
ing of what WPB called the 
“vital hard core” of war workers. 
Under the program, WPB hopes to 
get deferments for 200,000 of the 
780,000 workers 18 through 29 who 
now are classified 2-A and 2-B. 


APPRAISING WO 


WLB will weigh the value of 
workers only in iadustries for 
which it is the manpower claim- 
ant agency. Such industries in- 
clude makers of steal, aluminum, 
tires and components for impor- 
tant munitions. WLEG is one of 
several agencies authorized to cer- 
tify draftable men through 29 for 
deferment. 

The program was announced 
two days after Selective Service 
ordered local draft byards to start 
inducting a large number of the 
1,500,000 deferred mtn in the 30- 
33 age group. Hetfeafter these 
men will be deferred only if they 
are “necessary to,” as well as “reg- 
ularly engaged in, essential work. 
Previously, the test was whether 
@ man was regularly engaged in 
an essential activity. 

PROGRAM ARRANGED 


WPB's program wes outlined by 
Gustave Peck, chairman of the 
agency's committee on certifica- 
tion of deferment requests. He said 
employers would submit to WPB 
field offices the names of young 
employes for whom deferment is 
sought. The employer also must 
list the employe's ag«, draft order 
number, local board, and present 
Selective Service Elassification.

Robert B. Troutman, of the law 
firm of Spalding, Sibley - e: Trout - 
man, attorneys for the foundation, 
said approximately $1,000,000 was 
involved in the ruling, as the U. S. 
internal revenue collector was en- 
deavoring to collect taxes from tha 
foundation since Whitehead’s 
death in 1936. 

The circuit court in their ruling 
said “the facts surrounding the 
will and execution and adminis- 
tration of the estate leaves us no 


doubt of the purpose to create a

One of America’s foremost ex- 
perts on all phases of the livestock 
industry will discuss Georgia’s po- 
tentialities in that field with the 
group of breeders and others in 
affiliated lines who gather here 
for a conference Thursday night 
under sponsorship of The Consti- 
tution. 

How Georgia can capitalize on 
her natural advantages for live- 
stock production will be outlined 
by Col. Edward N. Wentworth, of 
Chicago, vice president of Armour 
and Company—whose own organi- 
zation has long been active in the 
state.

From 1914 to 
i917 he was professor of animal 
breeding at Kansas State Agricul- 
tufal College and in 1919 and 1920

were in favor of less mandatory 
control. 

Sen. Bailey, Democrat, North 
Carolina, protested at the outset 
that he saw little “compulsion” in 
the legislation. Bailey is a back- 
er of a “work-or-jail” bill aimed 
at employes, similar to the house- 
approved measure which the Sen- 
ate Military Committee rewrote 
completely. 

“The compulsion is on the em- 
ployer,” Chairman Thomas, Demo- 
crat, Utah, of the senate commit- 
tee replied. 

On the other hand, Sen. Taft, 
Republican, took the view that the 
committee bill gives War Manpow- 
er Commissioner McNutt such 
broad powers “he could practical- 
ly institute a form of national 
service if he chooses.” 

One section of the measure 
would authorize the manpower 
chairman, in the language of the 
committee report, to “issue regula- 
tions prescribing employment ceil- 
ings and prohibiting or regulating 
the hiring of new workers by em- 
ployers.”

“War and the Working Class,” continuing the Soviet press cam- 
paign against American journalists, has accused Harold Callender 
and Mr. Axelsson, of the New York Times; Paul Ward, of the Balti- 
more Sun; William Phillip Simms, of the Scripps-Howard Press, 
and myself of spreading “poisoned rumors,” a “structure of lies,” 
and “myth,” about the free German committee and union of Ger- 
man officers in Moscow by suggesting that these groups might form 
the basis for a post-Hitler German government. I am surprised that 
the Army and Navy Journal was not included, which has made the 
Same suggestion. 

Now, what does War and the Working Class want? 
recant? Shall I say: 


1. There never was a free German committee headed by Eric 
Weinert, and Soviet newsreels released here showing him surround- 
ed by his collaborators are fiction? 


2. There never was a union of German officers headed by Gen. 
von Seidlitz, broadcasting regularly to Germany, as recorded by 
the FCC, appealing to German officers and soldiers to overthrow 
Hitler and help re-create a new German republic? 


3. Shall I say that Miss Ella Winter, well-known apologist for 
the Soviets, never brought from Moscow accounts of the activities 
of these committees and her articles in the New York Post on the 
eve of Yalta were figments of imagination? 


. Marshal Stalin never spoke the following words on Nov. 6, 
“It is not our aim to destroy Germany, just as it would be im- 
possible to destroy Russia, but the Hitlerite state can and should 
be destroyed. That cannibal Hitler said, ‘We shall continue the 
war until Russia ceases to have an organized military force.’ That 
would appear clear but illiterate. It is not our aim to destroy all 
military force in Germany, for every literate person will under- 
stand that this is not only impossible in regard to Germany as it 
is in regard to Russia, but it is also inadvisable from the viewpoint 
of the future. But Hitler’s army can and should be destroyed.” 
5. The manifesto of the free German committee of July, 1943, 
as printed in the Soviet press, was an optical illusion, and did not 
contain the following words: 
“The formation of a genuine national German government is 
the most urgent task of the people. Only such a government can 
bring peace. This government must be strong, and possess the 
necessary power to render harmless the enemies of the people. It 
must establish firm order and represent Germany with —— Ph 
the outside world. There are forces in the German army which 
are loyal to the country. This government will immediately cease 
military operations, recall the German troops to the Reich’s fron- 
tlers, and embark on peace negotiations. In this manner it will 
obtain peace and once again place Germany on an equal footing 
with other nations.” 
6. Shall I say that Miss Winter’s reports that every German 
risoner of war in Rijssia has been invited to get in touch with 
the free German committee, that many of the German officers are 
genuine converts, that prisoners are asked to answer question- 
naires regarding the form of a future German government—all this, 
and more, is a tissue of poisonous lies? (But why, then, did not the 
Soviet press attack Miss Winter?)

But should I so recant, just where do 
Where Do We Stand? we stand? Would I be convinced? 
Are the Soviets? Or the American public? . 

Students of the Soviet government know that changes of policy 
are accompanied by purges, and covered by denials that the pre- 
vious policy ever existed. This has had a queer affect on Soviet 
history. During the lifetime of the Soviet-German pact things were 
said by Mr. Molotoff, which were afterward expunged from the 
record. Soviet histories pass over the role of Trotsky in the Rus- 
sian revolution; I doubt whether future Russian histories will con- 
tain any account of the long period of close collaboration between 
the Reichswehr and the Red army in the 1920s, nor of the official 
Soviet attacks in the treaty of Versailles. But what can be unsaid 
in Moscow cannot be unsaid in New York, and it is extremely 
silly of the Soviet press to try to do it. Here it is not a crime 
to change one’s mind. 

All governments change their policies. A change in the status 
of the union of German officers obviously occurred at Yalta. It 
is probable, also, and this column has said so, that the Soviet gov-. 
ernment had several alternate German policies, dependent upon. 
the agreements it could get with its allies. ‘ 

But the falsification of history cannot be maintained in a world 
of free journalism, whose writers try to discern ‘truth, and are not 
organized propagandists for one policy or another. To try to present 
this search for truth as a conspiracy will fail. American journal- 
ists are intelligent enough to see through such transparencies, and 
so is the American public.

There are literally thousands of stories of 
dramatic and breathtaking achievement by indi- 
vidual fighting men, or small groups, whick could 
by some magically all-observant onlooker, if such 
a being were possible. 

A few of these stories leak out, now and then. After the war 
they will be told, when old comrades get together. Unfortunately, 
however, general public interest in war stories will probably de- 
cline, once peace has returned, therefore many mighty little epics 
of smart bravery will never be told. Folks just won't listen after 
they become surfeited. 

So it behooves us, whenever we can, to tell such stories today, 
while they are fascinating by their immediacy in event. And trust 
that, thereby, some who deserve remembering will not be for- 
gotten, that some of the heroism so frequent it has become common- 
place, will be recognized. 

There are the stories of American soldiers, for instance, who 
went into the occupied countries of Europe long before Allied 
armies effected their liberation from the Germans. These men 
carried plans and weapons and munitions to the guerrilla fighters. 

Then there is the story of the 30 Norwegian commandos and 


the tugs of Fredrickstad harbor. 
In recent weeks, it is commonly 


Essential to Germans known, the Germans have been with- 


drawing the best among their troops of occupation in Norway. 
Probably hoping to use them as reinforcements for the hard-pressed 
detense armies along the Rhine. Or, perhaps, the Oder. 

They have been bringing these troops into southern Norway, 
from the north, preparatory to withdrawing them across the wild 
waters of the Skagerrak. And, to do this, they have had to build 
many barges and tugs. Also gather all the shipping they could 
in the southern Norwegian harbors. 

Allied air forces have made this task as difficult as possible, by 
bombing and smashing the ships, the tugs and the barges, when- 
ever they could find them. 

In order to understand the importance of the achievement of 
the 30 Norwegian commandos, you must know that the swift cur- 
rents of the Skagerrak make it impossible for ships or barges to 
cross those waters without the help of powerful little tugs. Mighty 
midgets of the sea that can haul and direct the heaviest ship. 

So, the fleet of tugs in Norway’s southern harbors were vital to 
any plans the Germans had for bringing their troops in Norway onto 
the mainland of Europe. 


: The 30 Norwegian commandos had been 
Raided the Fleet trained in England and smuggled into their 
homeland. One dark night, armed with tommyguns, the 30 boarded 
many of the tugs in Fredrikstad harbor in Oslo fiord. At the 
point of their guns, they forced the crews to steam their tugs in 
silence right out of the harbor, under the very noses of the Ger- 
man guards. 

Then, with a fishing boat for guide, the tug fleet was forced 
to steam to the nearest Swedish port, Stroemsand, where they 
would be interned for the duration. All reached that destination 
except two of the tugs which ran out of water and fuel and, there- 
fore, were scuttled and sunk en route. 

Once in Stroemsand harbor, the fishing boat which had led the 
way paid a brief visit to each captured tug, took on board the com- 
mandos who had made the tug crews do as they directed, and sailed 
back to Norway, taking the intrepid 30 back to carry on their work 
and cause more headaches for the Germans. There'll be fewer tugs 
to haul those loaded ships and barges across the Skagerrak. 


Human Landing Craft From the Southeastern Asia Com- 


mand comes another story packed 
with drama and courage. This concerns the establishment of a 
bridgehead on the Japanese side of the Irrawaddy river. 

To cross that river, a squad of tough, champion swimmers, led 
by an ex-Irish guardsman, slipped naked into the waters of the 
Irrawaddy, swam to sandbanks in midstream and there, standing 
breast high in the water, guided the first wave of British, Indian 
and Gurkha infantry by use of red and green beacons. 

There’s a picture for you! Naked-men swimming under enemy 
fire to establish traffic lights midstream of a broad river. Those 
human landing craft, or swimming commandos, had rehearsed the 
stunt night after night almost up to Japanese outposts.

The War Outlook 


WASHINGTON. — It is much too early, of 
— course, to appraise the prospects of new Allied 
—— offensive operations en the western front. Gen. 
Eisenhower is yet to reveal the scope of his plans or the objectives 
we are seeking. 

Before such an appraisal can be made it will be in 
see what moves the Russians make toward resuming their 
offensive in the east. If the Red army continues its massive 
on Berlin, temporarily halted for the 
Eishenhower launches rae 
we may assume, accord to competent military sources, 
Allied high command still considers it possible to knock 
out of the war before winter ends. 

Not much time remains before the thaws set in, so that 
velopments in the next few weeks may take a climatic form. 
we have not broken through the main German barriers across 
Rhine by then, and if the Russians have not enveloped Berlin 
the same time, then it will probably be May or June—May on the 
western front and June in the east—before weather condi will 
permit the final knockout blows. 

But whatever the timing for these final blows, mili

More so than at any other stage of the war, these ex say 
that it is now possible to set definite time limits on the of 
the European war. The once proud and powerful German army, 
undoubtedly the world’s best at the time it was thrust into action 
some five years ago, has been delivered fatal blows.

Know They xe Beaten they are through. Yet it may not 


be possible for those in command or the army to surrender to the 
inevitable because of the iron hand of control held by Hitler and 
the Nazis. Nobody in Germany can surrender except Hitler him- 
self, and obviously he will to fight to the very last, realizing 
that his neck is. at stake in the end. | 

The prospects are, therefore, that the war will go on until Ger 
many disintegrates: This could be a slow fighting process, in- 
volving the necessity of running down guerrilla bands after Berlin 
itself has fallen; or it could come about suddenly by the German 
people crying enough and refusing to countenance further support 
of the war effort. 

Stories from neutral correspondents who have just escaped from 
Berlin to their countries tell of terrors in the Reich capital which 
strongly suggest the possibility of the latter development. Among 
other things, they have reported the movement on Berlin of large 
ove of deserters from the German army. That is a promising 
sign. 

For once the consciousness of defeat sw over the German 
army we may expect an end of the bloody busimess. will 
not continue to fight merely to save Hitler’s neck. ree 

The reasons given by military men for placing definite limits 
now on the duration of the war against the Nazis are convincing. 


What remains of the German industrial heart, after the sustained 


bombings of the past year and more, is now wide open to air attack. 
The Russians are striking with their air force on one side while 
we are delivering increasing blows from the other. 

The German air force is now all but grounded. Nothing better 
illustrates that than the 7,000-plane raid we and the British made 
on the Reich last week in a gle day. We encountered little or 
no opposition, although our planes broke up into 100-group squad- 
rons and scattered in all directions over the country. 

- The German Luftwaffe is finished, all but completely grounded, 
seems. : 

The German army, after suffering casualties and prisoners in 
excess of 2,000,000 men in the past eight months, lacks the strength 
to strike back effectively, either in the east or west.

The people of the state of New 
York apparently are condemned 
to a period of bedevilment by a 
new state,board charged with: the 
duty ‘of preventing discrimination 
in employment on the ground of 
race, creed, color or national 
origin. , 

The Republicans, including Gov. 
Dewey, seem to have decided that 
votes are more precious than prin- 
ciple for they are engaged in an 
unseemingly scuffle with the Dem- 
ocrats of all hues, including the 
Communists, to grab credit for a 
pernicious heresy against the an- 
cient privilege of human beings to 
hate collectively or selectively and 
to choose their associates. Car- 
ried to its logical extremity, this 
law might be invoked some time 
to compel a Catholic parish to hire 
a rabbi for its pastor should he 
be first under the wire with his 
application for the job in case of a 
vacancy, or a Jewish family to 
engage for the duties of butler in 
their home an unreconstructed ex- 
member of the Nazi-American 
Bund with papers to prove that 
he came from Hamburg or Mu- 
nich. Or a producer of a movie 
or play could be forced to hire a 
colored“ girl for the title role of 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.” 

It Will be observed at a glance 
that this is a hypocritical plan in 
its hasic pretense.

I be- 
lieve no American should be com- 
pelled to join a union as a condi- 
tion of employment. But in cir- 
cumstances which are common 
and almost prevalent I could be 
rejected by an employer for that 
belief and the anti-discrimination 
board would rule that it served 
me right. 

I note that discrimination on the 
ground of political affiliation is 
not mentioned. This may seem 
to be a concession. to the sound 
prejudice of Americans against 
Communists but it is more likely 
to work the other way. In prac- 
tical effect, it is more likely to 
compel employers to favor reg- 
istered Democrats lest they find 
themselves denied priorities or fa- 
cilities for the operation of their 
plants by this or that agency of 
the party in power, in Washington. 
This would. be discrimination 
against Republicans. 

Politicians naturally 
dodge the subject of political 
qualification.

Everybody concerned with the

medical schools should give far 
more attention and emphasis to 
psychiatry in regular medical 
courses. 

For intelligence and sympathy 
will be needed to handle the big 
problem of the neuro-psychiatric 
from this global war. 

A proposal for training more 
psychiatrists comes from two well- 
known figures in this field, Dr. 
George Stevenson, medical direc- 
tor of the National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene, and Dr. Law- 
rence S. Kubie, both of New York. 
They recommend that the GI bill 
of rights be amended to provide 
for post-graduate courses for medi- 
cal men in the services, at govern- 
ment pay sufficient care for 
them and their famflies during 
four years of training. 

This would be largely on-the-job 
training, so that these men could 
assist with psychiatric * 
government hospitals and e- 
where, and it would be required 
that such men give four additional 
years of service “to the care of vet - 
erans or such other full-time com- 
munity service as is approved by 
the educational authority in 
charge.”

IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS. 
Before starting out on my long 
tours with the Navy, I’ve decided 
to visit the famous B-29 Super- 
fortress boys who are bombing 
Japan from here. 

This came about largely because 
I have “kinfolks” flying on the 
B-29s, and I thought I'd kill two 
birds by visiting and writing at 
the same time, 

So here I am, sitting on a 
screened porch in my underwear, 
comfortable as a gat, with the surf 
beating on the shore and a lot of 
bomber pilots swimming out front. 

The B-29 boys, from comman- 
dant clear down to lowest enlist- 
ed men, live well out here, They 
are all appreciative of their good 
fortune, and I’ve not heard a dis- 
senting voice. Of course, they 
would all rather be home, but who 
wouldn't? 

The man I came to visit is Lt. 
Jack Bales, another farm boy from 
down the road near Dana, Ind. 
Jack is a sort of nephew of mine. 
He isn’t exactly a nephew, but 
it’s too complicated to explain. I 
used to hold him on my knee and 
all that sort of thing. Now he’s 
26, = starting to get bald like his 
“uncle,’ 


When I telephoned Jack and 
said I'd be out in ab ut an hour 


to stay a few days, he said he 
would put an extra cot in his hut 
for me. 

When I got there the cot was 
up, with blankets and mattress 
covers laid out on it. Jack had 
told the other boys he was hav- 
ing a visitor, and on the assump- 
tion it was a woman, Jack had 
six eager volunteers helping him 
put up the cot. When I showed 
up, skinny and bald, it was an 
awful letdown, but they’ve all 
been decent about it. 

Jack lives in a steel quonset 
hut with 10 other fliers. Most of 
them are pilots, but Jack is a 
radio man. He and another fellpw 
havo charge of all his squadron’s 
radio, He doesn’t have to go on 
missions except now and then to 
check up. 

But upon arriving I learned, 
both to my astonishment and 
pride, that he had been on more 
missions than anybody in his 
squadron. In fact, he’s been on 
so many that his squadron com- 
mander has forbidden him to go 
for a while,

Another mission or two and he 
will have had his quota authoriz- 
ing him to go back to rest camp 


for a while. But he seems to show 
no strain from the ordeal. 


During flight Jack sits in a lit- 
tle compartment in the rear of the 
plane, and can’t see out. In all his 
mission: over Japan he’s seen only 
one Jap fighter. Not that they 
didn’t have plenty around, but he’s 
so busy he seldom gtts to a win- 
dow for a peek, The one time he 
did, a Jap came slamming under 
the plane so close it almost took 
the skin oft. 

Like all combat crewmen, Jack 
spends all night and at least half 
of each day lying on his cot. He 
holds the record in his hut for 
“sack time,“ which means j 
lying on your cot doing nothing. 
He has his work so organized that 
it doesn’t take much of his time 
between gnissions, and since there's 
nothing “else to do, you just lie 
around. é' 


The B-29 fliers sleep on folding 
canvas cots, with rough white

Sleeping is wonderful 
here, and along toward morning 
you usually pull a blanket over 
you,

“From now on successful ag- 
gression must come by air,” Ar- 
nold said. “The defense lies in 
adequate air power with all its 
manifestations, and our first line 
of defense must be in the air.” 

Contending that a second-rate air 
force is worse than none because 
it leads to a false sense of security, 


2 Arnold said one way to keep the 


postwar air force progressive is: 

“Promptly to sell, salvage or 
scrap excess or obsolete planes so 
that they will not hang over the 
air force and the aviation indus- 
try, retarding development. This 
happened.after the last war, but 
must not happen again. 

“The AAF is already taking 
steps to meet this situation by de- 
claring planes and equipment sur- 
plus as they are currently worn 
out or no longer useful, and turn- 
ing them over to the surplus prop- 
erty board for appropriate dis- 
posal.” 

Referring to the use of robot 
bombs as well as airborne troops 
in this war, Arnold said “we can 
only dimly visualize“ the possi- 
bilities of the future. “We do not 
in any way underestimate the im- 
portance of the V-1 robot bomb de- 
veloped by the Germans,” he as- 
serted, and then added: 
IMPROVEMENTS COMING 

“Modified and improved models 
will soon be available for possible 
use—this time by the Allies.” 

Incessant Allied bombing of the 
robot launching sites and depots 
last year did not stop the flying 
bomb attack on England but re- 
dyged it to an estimated 25 per 
cent of what it would have been 
otherwise, Arnold said. 

As to the use of airborne 
troops, he declared: 

“The American people must vis- 
ualize that the aggressor’s blow 
may be attended by dropping 
large bodies of troops to seize 
our vital centers. Similarly, to 
assure our security, we must be 
prepared to counter this employ- 
ment. of the airplane and to em- 
ploy it more effectively ourselves.” 
OPINIONS DIFFER 

Writing his report in January 
of this year, Arnold conceded 
there were arguments about the 
results of the strategic air war 
against Germany which began in 
the early war years with RAF at- 
tacks and then were stepped up 
in August, 1942, with the first 
American strategic attack on en- 
emy-controlled targets. 

“The results of this Allied air 
offensive were open to interpre- 
tation,” said the general. “Wishful 
thinking had caused some persons 
to believe Germany might col- 
lapse during 1943. Then as time 
wore on the pendulum swung the 
other way.” 

He followed this up with a de- 
tailed account of the strategic at- 
tacks against German plane pro- 
duction, dil plants and transport 
and the resulting curtailment of 
the enemy’s war machine. He 
added: 

“The final yardstick is the bat- 
tle of Germany.”

On Farm Gas 
Tax Bill Today 


By ELMO GREENE, 

After debating long and hard 
yesterday afternoon on legislation 
to exempt farm gasoline from 
much of the state’s six-cent tax 
per gallon, the house will vote on 
the proposal today. 

Amendments were adopted yes- 
terday to reduce the proposed ex- 
emption from five cents to four 
cents and to delay the exemption 
until the end of gasoline ration- 
ing. 

The legislature heard Senate 
President Frank Gross and Rep. 
Claude Pittman, of Bartow, apolo- 
gize for a verbal battle they waged 
last week. And the senate, in a 
relatively quiet day, tabled a 
move to forgive all past due poll 
taxes. 


RUIN TAX SETUP 

The controversial gasoline tax 
bill, sponsored by the Georgia 
Farm Bureau Federation and op- 
posed by Gov. Arnall, would tear 
up the “‘tax structure” of Georgia 
if enacted, Rep. Mitchell, of Mon- 
roe, argued. 

“Our only recourse,” he added, 
“would be to set up a sales tax, 
and that would more than con- 


bring to the farmers.” 

Proponents of the measure—in- 
cluding its author, Rep. Williams, 
of Coffee; Rep. Roughton, of 
Washington, and Rep, Pittman, of 
Bartow—attempted to show that 
passage of the legislation would 
not decrease the state’s revenue. 
They argued that increased use of 
gasoline would offset any loss to 
the state by exemptions. a 

Shortly after Gov. Arnall reit- 
erated yesterday he would veto 
the measure arid just before a vote 
was taken, Roughton moved for 
adjournment and the motion car- 
ried, 78 to 49. 

A resolution was introduced in 
the house to commit the state ad- 
ministration to “promoting and 
making possible a more expanded, 
more serviceable and more inten- 
sive health program” in Georgia 
and calling for a health program 
to be carried out in “all our 
schools and colleges.” 

STATE ADVERTISING 

Another resolution. introduced 
would authorize the governor to 
contract with state newspapers to 
seek special advertising rates for 
publishing the new state constitu- 
tion. Due to the volume of the 
document, the proposal pointed 
out, present legal advertising rates 
would be “excessive and expen- 
sive.“ 

By a vote of 23 to 5 the senate 
tabled a bill to “abolish, repeal 
and remit” all past due poll taxes. 
The general assembly has passed a 
law repealing the poll tax law and 
there has been some question as 
to whether a person would have 
to pay past due poll taxes in or- 
der to vote. 

Sen. G, Everett Millican, of At- 
lanta, sponsored the motion to ta- 
ble his bill. He said in a state- 
ment that the question of constitu- 
tionality had been raised and the 
attorney general's office had ad- 
vised that passage of such a law 
would bring complications. 
GROSS AND PITTMAN 

In apologizing for their beated 
remarks of last week, Pittman 
withdrew a charge that Gross rep- 
resented the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, stating a careful investiga- 
tion discloses no such evidence, 
and Gross withdrew a charge that 
Pittman had grafted money from 
the state. 

In other bills passed yesterday, 
the senate: (1) permitted the State 
Highway Department to construct 
and maintain airports; (2) placed 
the State Guard under supervision 
of the adjutant general; (3) per- 
mitted political conventions to be 
held in municipal auditoriums as 
well as in court houses, and (4) 
limited the tax on kerosene for 
all purposes to six cents a gallon. 


DICTATOR CHARGE 


In a message laid on the sena- 
tors’ desks yesterday, Knox Ghol- 
ston, State Highway Board mem- 
ber from Comer, charged that the 
State Highway Department is the 
“only admitted department of the 
state where there is open and un- 
denied discrimination, misappro- 
priation and inequity; the only de- 
partment where the power and 
authority of a dictator has not 
been removed, that the constitu- 
tion of Georgia directs and pro- 
vides shall be removed.”

Seafood and Egg Dishes 
With Extraordinary Appeal 


By SALLY SAVER. 


Interesting seafood and egg en- 
trees can highlight the tish days 
of Lent. This first recipe makes 
a dish of unusual flavor, the taste 
appeal being derived from the 
simple addition of a bit of curry 
powder added to the biscuit dough 
which is baked atop a fish and 
tomato mixture. Here are direc- 
tions: 


SEAFOOD CASSEROLE 
WITH CURRY DROP BISCUITS 


1-4 cup margarine or butter 

1-2 cup sliced green pepper 

1-4 cup enriched flour 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-4 teaspoon onion salt or 1 tea- 
spoon minced onion 

2 1-4 cups cooked tomatoes (one 
No. 2 can) 

2 1-4 cups drained salmon (one 
No. 1 can), or any flaked fish 


Melt margarine in saucepan, add 
pepper and cook five minutes. 
Blend in flour, salt and onion salt 
or minced onion. Add tomatoes 
and bring to a boil, stirring con- 
stantly. Cover bottom of deep cas- 
serole with sauce, arrange chunks 
of fish flakes over, and cover with 
remaining sauce. Drop spoonfuls 
of curry biscuit dough on top. 
Bake uncovered in a moderately 
hot oven (425 degrees) 25 to 30 
minutes or until biscuits are 
browned. 


CURRY DROP BISCUITS 


1 cup sifted enriched flour 

1 1-2 teaspoons baking powder 

1-2. teaspoon salt 

1-2 teaspoon curry powder 

2 tablespoons shortening 

1-3 to 1-2 cup milk 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and curry powder, Cut 
or rub in shortening. Add milk 
to make a drop batter. Stir only 
until flour is moistened. Drop by 
spoonfuls on hot fish mixture. 


CREAMED OYSTERS 
ON SPLIT BISCUITS 

Make baking powder biscuits, 
and while hot split them and fill 
with creamed oysters. Cornbread 
squares may be used instead of 
biscuits if desired. Here’s the fill- 
ing: 
CREAMED OYSTERS 

1-4 cup margarine 

1-4 cup enriched flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

11-2 cups milk 

2 cups oysters 

Small amount of fat 

Melt margarine in saucepan, 
add flour and salt and blend un- 
til smooth. Add milk, stirring un- 
til mixture is slightly thickened. 
Fry oysters in small amount of 
fat, then add them to the sauce. 
Heat and serve immediately. 


SCALLOPED EGGS 
AND CHEESE 
2 tablespoons margarine 
1-4 cup enriched flour 
1 1-2 teaspoons salt 
2 cups milk 
3-4 cup grated cheese 
2 cups buttered soft 
crumbs 
6 hard-cooked eggs 


Melt margarine in saucepan, add 


bread 


flour and blend; add salt. Add 
milk gradually, stirring constant- 
ly, and cook until sauce is smooth 
and thickened. Add cheese and stir 
until blended. Add sliced eggs. 
In a large greased casserole place 
a layer of buttered crumbs, then 
a layer of creamed eggs. Alter- 
nate crumbs and eggs, topping 
with crumbs. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees) about 20 min- 
utes.
